“Porring. ' —Iodiseriminate  “‘puffing”’ i3
getting to be one of the vices of the daily news-
pepera, and threatens to become an iutolerable
puimpce. An edvertiser who puts a ten-line
notise of his business in the paper, seems to
thi~V thot Be is eatitled tojust twice that much
additionn! opace in the editorial columns, io
extraeryent praise of his invention, wares,
merebgndioe or property, ss the casc may be,
the editor’s conscience doing violence to that
candorend veracity which shounld be a distine-
tive,9-ominent clomentin his character. And we
bluzh %o ¢y, some journals that are considered
regpoctable, yield to these unjust demands and
rerely aver insert on advertisement without ac-
coransnying it with this palaver,the exact value
of @hich & diseriminating public know how to
cstimaia cright. A journal that makesa repu-
tatico of this kind soon eomes to be regarded
as ipeincere and uoreliable in all thet it says or
recormends, inasmuch &3 no one can tell when
it pronoznces & csndid, honest judgment, ua-
bizeed by considerstions that involve pecunia-
ry interest. Its character for honesty and in-
dopendepce is sacrificed in yieldiog to tho no-
reasousdle and uojust demands of those who
patronize it upon conditions so humiliating
and so unworthy on the part of these who make
such stipulations.

The cvil ot which we ecomplain is oune of
modern origin. When we first entered the
ficld of journalisw, it was comparatively un-
known ; in Virginia, at least. It was thena
matter entirely optional with the cditor, to
speak, or not, of an article advertised in his
paper. Anything of special or general pnblic
interest, in the way of novelty,—such as a new
and usetul invention ;—sometimes secured
editorial mention, but nobody expected to sce
every now advertisement referred to in such
terms as aro now cmployed.

And now, we ask ; what is the effect of all
this? Who is benefitted ? Do advertisers
suppose that such indiscriminate “puffing’’ is
any advantage to them ? Can they imagine
that a journal which gives praise ot this kind
without stint, and holds its opinions so cheap-
Iy, can beocfit them? Far from it. Peopie
who have any penetration, see throuch such
transparent frauds and are vot deceived by
them. They weigh such editorial opivions
aod fiad them lichter than chaff,

Entertaining these views, which we have
loog thought of giviog expression Lo, wo would
like to see journalistis retorm in this particular.
Let the practice of *‘puffiog” be abandoned
as it ought to be, for it is a nuisance and even
worse. This done, the opinions 3t sensible
editors, who adapt their words to the werits
of any subject of which they write, will have
the weight to which they are justiy entitled,—
